The Tito regime has not had much success In alltqring ethnic antagonisms in 
Yugoslavia. By appointing Serbs to positions in Croatia and by appointing 
Croatians to positions in Serbia, ethnic antagonism has been artificially 
promoted so tJmt the regime could appear as Just arbiter in nati<»iel di^itnn. 

The Serbs con^laln that the regime is intentionally trying to xjeaken the 50X1 -HUM 
posltiwi of the Serbian majority dividing Serbian land into five or six 
units or sub-units. The Croatians c omplain that the whole nr>ll^mnn^at 
Is the responsibility of tha Sei-ba. I ^
